••Whereas, The island of Cuba is DOW the 


lentof sorkmscivil disturbances, accompanied 
by tinned resistance to Uie authority of the es- 
tablished government o( Spain, a power with 
which 'the United States are. and desire to re- 
main, on the terras of pence nml amity: and, 


"Whereas. The laws of the United States 


prohibit ihelr citizens, as well as all others 
being within and subject to their jurisdic- 
tion, from taking part in such disturbances 
adversely to suoh establisDed government, by 
accepting or exercising commissions for war- 
like service ugulnst it, by enlisting or procur- 
ing others to enlist for such service, by lining 
out or arming or procuring to be titled out and 
armed ships of war for such service, by aug- 
m'enttnpr the force of any ship of war engaged 
in such service, and arriving in port in the 
United Suites, and by setting on footer pro- 
viding or preparing the means for military en- 
terprises to be carried on from the United 
States against the territory of such govern- 
ment; 


"Now. 
therefore, in recognition of the laws 


nfores;iid. and in discharge of the obligations 
of the United states toward a friendly power, 
and as a measure of precaution, and to the end 
that citizens of the United States, and all oth- 
ers within its jurisdiction, may be deterred 
trom subjecting themse'.ves to legal forfeitures 
and penalties. I. Grover Cleveland, president of 
the United States of America, do hereby ad- 
monish all such citizen- nnd other persona to 
iibstaln from every violation of iho laws here- 
inbefore refered to, and do hereby warn them 
that nil violation of suoh laws will be rigor- 
ously prosecuted: and J do hereby enjoin upon 
all olllcors of the United States charged with 
execution of paid laws the utmost diligence in 
preventing violations thereof, and in bringing 
to trial and punishment any offenders against 
the same.
